WIint fl Taken to Clothe the Girl of tbe

A French dressmaker, who displays a

The sleeves of the waist are also 
s’riped with green to correspond, and a 
wide green sash “sets off' and adds to the 
style of the toilette. This has also been 
pronounced a triumph of fashion. 

A queen’s wardrobe eclipsed. 

A white alpaca dress, made with one 
skirt elaborately trimmed with several 
box-plated flounces, headed with narrow 
black velvet and black lace, has been 
much admired. 

Another dress is of white pique, with 
scalloped flounces on the edge of the skirt 
headed with wide gimp. The upper skirt 
is scalloped, as is also the waist, which 
has tight sleeves and a collar en reeers.

Waauixctok, D. C., June 14. 

Letters from .Rio the 14th April, and 
from Buenos Ayres to the same date, state 
that nothing had beeu heard directly from 
Minister MeMahon since landing at the 
headquarters of Lopez on the 1 2th of De- 
cember. 

The Brazilian authorities made every 
effort to forward his dispatches from the 
State Department, but were unsuccessful, 
as Lopez refused to receive flags of truce, 
and had shot several flag-bearers.

There is a 
rush of people to the new district. 

The Governor of Colima ordered the 
punishing of kidnappers with death. 

It is reported that the Governor of So- 
nora has ousted custom officer Guymas 
because of his refusal to furnish funds for 
the protection of the State against the 
Indians. Political affairs quiet. 

It isstated that Guerrere, Colima, Cina- 
loa. and Sonora, iu lower California, are 
in anticipation of the government issuing 
greenbacks The merchants of Colima 
print on their bill-beads: “Payable in gold 
or silver coin.’* 

Gen. Placidc V ega is expected in San 
Bias for the purpose of inaugurating a 
revolution ia Sinaolu The defeat of Pal- 
acio will probably deter him from any 
active demonstration, as he has no force 
to contend successfully against Rabe. 
Gen. Lazard is personally a friend of Vega 
but is unwilling to furnish material aid. 

Gen. Vega sailed from this port about 
the middle of May, with a vessel chartered 
for the purpose of taking him to the coast 
of Mexico. It is reported he has landed 
at Santiago

A party of 
meu followed the Indians, but discovering 
a large force of them they made no attack. 

Gen. Harney arrived at Salina yester- 
day and left this morning for the scene of 
the outrages. 

A quantity of arms were received at 
Solomon City and Salina this afternoon 
for the protection of the settlers. 

A force of armed men left Salina yester- 
day and another party to-day. 

Capt. Whitney leaves to-morrow for 
Spillman's Creek with his scouts. 

Most of the settlers are armed and on 
their guard. 

St. Louis, June 15. 

An Omaha special says: Secretary Sew- 
ard and party, numbering ten, started for 
San Fraucisco this evening. Their inten- 
tion is to stop at various points of interest 
iu the mountains, and visit Salt Lake. 

Two white meu were killed by a small 
band of Indiaus, supposed to be Sioux, 
this afternoon, near Lone Tree, on the 
Platte river, one hundred and fifty miles 
west of here. 

The steamers Nile and Ada Rees from 
Fort Benton, report the Indiaus above 
fighting among themselves, and killing 
the whites when found alone, hut making 
no demonstrations against the boats or 
forts. 

A Hays City dispatch says news was 
received here to-day that the Indians 
were robbing and massacreing the settlers 
near Minneapolis, 40 miles west of Saliua. 
Capt. Weir in command, with forty meu, 
started from Fort Hays early this morn- 
ing, destined for Camp Supply, taking 
with him all the Indian prisoners at Fort 
Hays, which number upwards of fifty meu, 
women and children. 

It is said by men from the fort that they 
are to be delivered up to their respective 
tribes as soon as possible. 

The object sought is to try and make 
peace with the tribes who are now on the 
war path.
